HATS OFF TO HOBSON 
Seventy millions of people stand 
with heads uncovered to do honor 
to Lieutenant Hobson and his 
seven companions who sank the 
Collier Merrimac in the mouth of 
Santiago harbor on Friday morn- 
ing. From the days of Paul Jones 
down till now the American sea- 
man has been noted for deeds of 
reckless daring. Many an act of 
high emprise has gone to the cred- 
it of the American navy in the 
years since she flung "Old Glory" 
to the breeze. Now comes Dew- 
ey at Manilla and Hobson at San- 
tiago to tell the world that the 
American seaman may be a little 
out of practice, but he has lost 
none of the spirit that animated a 
Jones, a Perry, a Decatur and the 
long list of their fellow compatriots 
in the days of the past. To-day 
America is saying to the world if 
the men who manned her navy in 
those elder days had hearts of oak, 
her seamen of to-day, when facing 
the enemy, have hearts of steel. 

CONGRESSIONAL MATTERS 
The time is rapidly approaching 
when a choice for Standard bear- 
er in this Congressional district 
must be made. The people seem 
to be so engaged in war and other 
matters that the race for Congress 
is not receiving the attention its 
importance demands. We would 
remind our readers that on June 
16 precinct mass-meetings, county 
conventions on June 1 8th, and on 
the 23rd the district convention 
will tvr held at West Liberty. Of 
cour.se the vote of this county 
will be for our cnuntyman, the 
Hon. H. B. Kinsolving, who is 
now in the district presenting the 
claims of Democracy. He, by 
his work in '96, has made many 
friends who will be glad to see 
him nominated. He has been 
fearless in debate, is a speaker of 
rare fluency, of commanding per- 
sonage and will no doubt attract 
attention when he represents the 
ioth Congressional district. 

The election of a board of school 
trustees lor the Mt. Sterling Graded 
School took place on 8alurday . The 
compliment, was paid the old board, 
of an election without opposition. The 
efficient service rendered by this 
board Is heartily appreciated by the 
people of the town as, indeed.it should 
be. Their re-election insures Mt. 
Sterling a continuation of the high 
grade of teaching that has marked 
her city school for some years past. 



Steel and Oar Destiny. 

The shipyards ot the Clyde end of 
Belfast are building a number of mer- 
cantile vessels at the present time of 
the largest type hitherto undertak- 
en. The steel for most of these vessels 
is made at Pitt-.burg.aud when shipp- 
ed thenco across the Atlantic is still 
cheaper than it can bo produced In 
England. We have engaged here to 
build for Russia some 116.000.000 
worth of steel warships, the reason be- 
ing that we can do it cheaper than it 
can be done elsewhere. Our own 
capital' i« seeking an opening in the 
shipbuilding trade. We ourselves 
have knowledge of projects of great 
importance in relation to shipbuilding 
in the United States which are now 
uoing matured. In fact we record the 
conviction that within the next few 
years our shipbuilding will show a 
ilegree of progress and expansion not 
approached, relstively, by any other 
American industry. 

For thirty-five years, or since the 
civil war left us without a merchant 
marine, we have been content to de- 
vote our energies to the development 
of the country within its boundaries. 

The condition of eur iron industry 
reconciled us to this, because it for- 
bade our competing with any other 
country in iron shipbuilding. Now, 
lowever, the situation is entire y 
hanged, and we are to-day fairly em- 
barked upon the building of an 
American merchant mariue whereof 
the exteut will be determined by the 
world's commerce aud the strength of 
the arm that reaches for it. 

In England the wise»t men hoi 
that to maintain a merchant marine 
you must have a navy, and that to 
maintain a navy you mutt have coal- 
ing stations and arsenels. 

Recently, the ships the Emperor 
William sent out to absorb part of 
China, had to stop three or 
tour times on the] way and cable to 
the English Admiralty for the court- 
esy of a little coal. It mav be recalled 
also that quite lately a Russian Ad- 
miral in the seas was embarrassed to 
find himself compelled to apply to 
British Admiral for permission to get 
coal for his warships. 

All of these considerations 
that the projection of Manila within 
our political horizon at this particular 
time is opportune. To have a nier- 
ibant mariue tracking the seas of the 
vhole globe and building up tbi 
new syuonym for weslth, "Empire. 

ill require many Manilas, plenty c 
coal every where,and steel ships in a 
waters.— New York Sun.

greateet insults which can be offwnsd 
to a Hungarian and one which will 
in most cases canse a duel. 

In France there are several insults 
which the unwary foreigner may 
offer without knowing it.

This is a grievous form of instil t, 
I why it is not known.

Under Heavy Fire. 

Scarcely bad the ship disappeared 
when a flash from Morro's gutia pro- 
claimed that she had been discovered. 
Immediately the other batteriea a- 
round opened Are, but the ship wont 
steadily on, *or this morning the top 
ui her masts cau be seen in the water 
Deyond Morro and near the Estrclla 
oatterv. A heavy cannon and mus- 
ketry fire continued for about a half 
hour, and guns wore fired at interval* 
until long alter daylight. None ol 
the American shipa dared to Are, for 
fear of striking the Merrlmac's crew. 

As daylight came on the steam 
launch could be seen cruising close to 
harbor enlrauce. Uutil 5:30 thi 
search wa9 continued, and then undi 
a shower of Spanish shells, which 
flew wide of their mark, Cadet Powell 
steamed away, aud hall au hour later 
boarded the New York aud reported 
to Admiral Sampson that he believed 
the entire craw of the Merrimac had 

.en lost. 

Not one of them did he catch sight 
. The Merrimac, he said, lay well 
across the channel, her masts show 
ing that Lieut. Hobson bad done bii 
work well, sinking the ship in almos 
Uie exact spot decided upon. Tin 
chanuel is not as wide as the Meri i 
mac's length, and it is impossible toi 
the Spaniards to raise or destroy th( 
wreck uuder the guus of the Ameri 
in fleet. 

The cruisers Cristobal, Iufauta 
Maria Teresa, Vizcaya and Almiraute 
Oquendo are known to be inside, aud 
it is believed that two or three small- 
er warships, possibly torpedo boats, 
ire with them. 

Plans Carried^Ont. 

Lieut. Hobson appears to have ca. - 
ried out his plan to the amallest de- 
tails, except as regards the method of 
escape. The rowboat in which tlx 
s to attempt to escape wa* 
either blown up or shot to pieces, fu. 
Lieut. Hobson and his men drified 
ashore on an old catamaran which 
iluug over the ship's side at tin 
last moment as an extra precaution 
Upon reaching shore the men wen 
taken prisoners and sent to Santiago 
:ity under guard. Later they were 
taken to Morro Castle, where the) 

Capt. Oviedo, Admiral CerveraV 
chief of ttaff, who boarded the New 
York under a flag of truce, did ui t 
give further details ot the capture. 

The bravery of the Americans ev - 
dently excited as much admiration 
among the Spaniards as it did among 
the men of the American fleet. 1 he 
prisoners will be perfectly safe, and 
will probably be well treated while 
they remain in Morro Castle.

the question whether any of the Eu- 
ropean great powers are likely to in- 
terfere in their war with Spain, and
